G.S.R. 828 (E):—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 79 of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 (46 of 1973), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules to amend the Adjudication proceedings and 
Appeal Rules, 1974, namely:— , 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Adjudication Proceedings and Appeal 
(Amendment) Rules, 1994, 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In rule 6 of the Adjudication Proceedings and Appeal Rules, 1974,— 

(a) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall be substituted namely:— 

lL (l) Every appeal presented to the Appellate Board under section 52 shall 
be in the form of a memorandum signed by the appellant. The memoran¬ 
dum shall be sent in triplicate and accompanied by three copies of the order 
appealed against. On every appeal the amount of fee as given in the table 
below shall be paid in the form of demand draft payable in favour of the 
Registrar, Foreign Exchange Regulation Appellate Board, New Delhi.

“(hi) Whether the sum imposed by way of penalty under section 50 and the 
amount of fee prescribed in sub-rule (1) had been deposited’’.
